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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-24 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group II (claims 13-24) and a species of 
"mammalian embryonic stem cells" in the reply filed on Aug. 4, 2006 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that the subject matter of Groups I and II are 
inextricably linked. This is not found persuasive because upon the amendment, the 
current application are drawn to two groups of inventions; Group I: method of culturing 
ES cells (claims 1-12), and Group II: a culture comprising ES cells (claims 13-24). 
Inventions of Groups I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product (a culture comprising ES cells) can 
be made by another and materially different process. ES cells can be grown in a 
different condition from one claimed in the current application such as without Matrigels, 
with conditioned media or fibroblast feeder layers. 

Since applicant has elected claims directed to the product, and a product claim is 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance 
with the provisions of M.P.E.P. § 821 .04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise 
include all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if 
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the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 C.F.R. 1.116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 C.F.R. 1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1 .104. Thus, 
to be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35U.S.C. §§101, 102, 103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims 
and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See 
"Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order 
to maintain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is 
advised that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to 
maintain dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the 
product claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 1-12 have been withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to non- 
elected subject matter. Claims 13-24 have been considered on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 13-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "reduced" in claim 13 and its dependents is a relative term which 
renders the claim indefinite. The term "reduced" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by and 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Thomson (US 5,843780 and US 
6,200,806). 
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Claims 13-24 are drawn to a culture comprising mammalian embryonic stem 

cells. 

Thomson teaches a culture of human embryonic stem cells (see abstract). 

Claim 13 is product-by-process claims; claims 14-24 depend from said claims. 
M.P.E.P. § 21 13 reads, "Product-by-process claims are not limited to the manipulations 
of the recited steps, only the structure implied by the steps." 

"Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the 
process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of 
a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted). 

The structure implied by the process steps should be considered when assessing 
the patentability of product-by-process claims over the prior art, especially where the 
product can only be defined by the process steps by which the product is made, or 
where the manufacturing process steps would be expected to impart distinctive 
structural characteristics to the final product. See, e.g., In re Garnero, 412 F.2d 276, 
279, 162 USPQ 221, 223 (CCPA 1979) 

The use of 35 U.S.C. §§ 102 and 103 rejections for product-by-process claims 
has been approved by the courts. "[T]he lack of physical description in a product-by- 
process claim makes determination of the patentability of the claim more difficult, since 
in spite of the fact that the claim may recite only process limitations, it is the patentability 
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of the product claimed and not of the recited process steps which must be established. 
We are therefore of the opinion that when the prior art discloses a product which 
reasonably appears to be either identical with or only slightly different than a product 
claimed in a product-by-process claim, a rejection based alternatively on either section 
102 or section 103 of the statute is eminently fair and acceptable. As a practical matter, 
the Patent Office is not equipped to manufacture products by the myriad of processes 
put before it and then obtain prior art products and make physical comparisons 
therewith." In re Brown, 459 F.2d 531 , 535, 173 USPQ 685, 688 (CCPA 1972). 

Thus, the reference anticipates the claimed subject matter and also renders the 
claimed subject matter obvious.
